lists, so that every member shall be seen by 
some one of the stewartls. 

4. That the members be encouraged to do 
all their business through the stewards and 
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relieve pastors of unnecessary care of secu- 
lar matters, and stewards may feel honored 
in the work and magnify their office. 

Ft. We recommend that a steward at each 
church at such times as the church may 
agree upon, read publicly the names of all 
thd members of that church and the 
amount each has paid. This will give each 
member opportunity to know that the 
amount contributed has been properly ap- 
plied. 

0. We further recommend that pastors 
imitate St. Paul in declaring all the counsel 
of God, and have a care to properly instruct 
the people with regard to all the enterprises 
and general Interests of the church, and as- 
sist the boartl of stewards by encouraging 
the members to be liberal and generous, 
giving for all church purposes.
